Reminder to drive safely - not just on 
first day of school but all year round 


Kids have been back to school for a 
few days, but please don’t become 
complacent about their safety. 

Niagara Regional police were out 
in full force Tuesday morning to 
remind drivers to slow down, pay 
attention and follow the rules of the 

In our community, most students 
get to school by bus, so please watch 
out for them turning in and out of 
school parking lots, and remember to 
stop if they have their sign up, signal¬ 
ling they are dropping off or picking 
up a student. Particularly this first 
week, students will be excited and 
distracted, so pay extra attention. 

But children aren’t the only ones 
who can be distracted—police will be 
on the lookout for drivers texting and 
talking on cellphones. And while get¬ 
ting caught isn’t worth the fine, more 
importantly, that call or text is cer¬ 
tainly not worth injuring or killing 
yourself or someone else. 

Also out Tuesday morning trying 
to slow down traffic and keep kids 
safe was Paolo Miele of the commu¬ 


nity safety committee. 

He had the SpeedMinder out on 
Niagara Stone Rd. where traffic is 
supposed to slow down to 40 kilome¬ 
tres an hour as it passes Crossroads 
Public School. 

He clocked a total of 196 cars, and 
of those, 139 were speeding, with the 
highest speed recorded at 76 kilome- 

This is not reassuring. 

While he and the police were out 
Tuesday, we have 10 months ahead of 
us to remember to be on guard for 
kids walking or riding their bikes to 
school, to watch for school buses, 
and to remember to slow down 
through school zones. 

All of the education awareness 
being passed down this week is 
important for all of us all year long, 
however, for ourselves and all other 
users of the road. 

Pay attention, say the NRP. 

Slow down. Obey speed limits. 
Wear seatbelts. Don’t drive distract¬ 
ed.

Back-to-school week in NOTL raises unanswered questions 


> What will 
happen at 
Parliament Oak 
and Crossroads 
only time will tell 

The town has a different 
feel this week, with the kids 
all back in school instead of 
playing in local parks, pools 
or at the splash pad. 

Driving to Virgil along 
Niagara Stone Rd. Tuesday 
morning I was reminded to 
watch the speed limits as the 
buses pulled in to St. Michael 
and Crossroads. 

I was also taken in time 
back to my own childhood 
as I saw how smart young 
students look in uniform, 
heading into St. Michael 
Catholic School. 

We're told we're not to 
call them uniforms—they 
are choices students have 
under a new dress code pol¬ 
icy—but that doesn't stop 
me from recalling my days 
in the Montreal public 
school system. 

I went to a school that 
was part of the Protestant 
School Board of Greater 
Montreal, and thinking 
about uniforms started me 
wondering what Montreal 



So I googled it, and dis¬ 
covered by reading 
Wikipedia—what would we 
do withoutit—thatthe board 
was founded m 1951 to edu¬ 
cate all English-speaking 
non-Catholics, including my 
many Jewish friends who 
shared the working-class 
neighbourhood where I 
grew up. 

It wasn't until 1998, pre¬ 
sumably finally bowing to 
political correctness consid¬ 
ering how many different 
religions must have been 
represented by then, that it 
became part of the new 
English Montreal School 
Board. 

Anyway, we all wore uni¬ 
forms, whatever our reli¬ 


gion—there were no choices 
for us, the girls all wearing 
the same navy tunics and 
white blouses, the same 
navy sweaters and knee 
socks. I thought it was a 
great idea until I moved to 
Toronto as a teenager and 
realized I had zero fashion 
sense—I'd never needed it I 
only knew that white went 
with navy, and how to alter 
hem lengths according to 
the style of the time, which 
in Montreal in the '60s, was 
pretty short.

morning by ironing a clean 
white shirt 

Another memory that 
came back to me as I thought 
about those horrible 
Oxfords—schoolinMontreal 
didn't start until the 
Wednesday after Labour 
Day, so our parents had a 
day to shop for the new uni¬ 
forms and shoes after our 
summer growth spurts. 

Years later, as a parent, I 
always thought that was a 
good idea—I could have 


used that extra day to get my 
kids organized for school, 
and in fact had a hard time 
remembering they needed 
to be on the bus Tuesday 
morning. 

While St. Michael stu¬ 
dents have a big adjustment 
this week, all in new clothes, 
the talk of the town is what is 
happening at Crossroads 
Public School and 
Parliament Oak. 

Crossroads was appar¬ 
ently scrambling late last 
week to accommodate stu¬ 
dents transferring from 
Parliament Oak to avoid the 
triple splits as a result of its 
low student population. 

Just how low, the school 
board isn't saying, at least 
not yet, not to me. We have 
to wait until the accommo¬ 
dation review begins at 
Crossroads Sept 18. 

Unofficially, I'm told by 
Virgil parents that the move 
is substantial, but by 
Parliament Oak people that 
it isn't Parents at PO are for 
the most part keeping their 
kids there for this year, I'm 
hearing, presuming it will be 
their last—if the school is 
sinking, it will sink as a fam¬ 
ily, and move on to 
Crossroads next year, hope¬ 
fully taking some of its 


beloved teachers along. 

(Or, as a Crossroads par¬ 
ent said, they'll all be a happy 
family of sardines crowded 
together in one can.) 

It's a sign of just how 
strong a community school 
it is, how fiercely loyal par¬ 
ents and students are to the 
school and teachers. 

One person associated 
with the school said the 
numbers in some of the

ally up, likely as French 
immersion students return 
to the English program. 

It's the enrolment in the 
Junior Kindergarten class, 
and the number of parents 
with JKkids in the Parliament 
Oak neighbourhood choos¬ 
ing St. Michael and 
Crossroads, that will tell the 
tale. 

E-mails and rumours last 
week questioned whether 
there will be an accommo¬ 
dation review, that the stu¬ 
dent population at 
Parliament Oak could be so 
low it would be unneces¬ 
sary, but Brett Sweeney, the 
communications officer at 
the District School Board of 
Niagara, says the review is

NOTL one of few Canadian towns 
to still officially recognize 9/11 


Annual memorial held 
out of respect for many 
Americans visiting 
NOTL 12 years ago, some of 
whom come back every year

Twelve years after tragic events 
that changed the world, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake continues to hold a 
memorial service to remember 
those who died and their families 
who were left behind. 

On Sept. 11, 2001, a day that 
began like any other, many 
Americans tourists were visiting 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

As they, along with the rest of 
the world, began to hear bits of 
news of the day, many sought out 
the Chamber of Commerce office 
looking for more information, says 
executive director Janice 
Thomson. 

They soon learned that two 


hijacked jets had flown into the 
World Trade Center towers in New 
York City, a third crashed into the 
Pentagon and a fourth went down 
in a field east of Pittsburgh. 

Many of the visitors shared their 
grief and their concern with 
Chamber staff, and those at local 
bed and breakfasts and hotels who 
pitched in to help those who, by 
choice or necessity, changed their 
travel arrangements. 

Thanks to Thomson, NOTL is 
one of the few places in Canada 
that still officially remembers those 
who died with an annual memorial 
service held at the Cenotaph. 

Some American visitors contin¬ 
ue to come back to NOTL each 
September, to the town they con¬ 
sider a "safe haven," Thomson says, 
and there always grateful visitors 
on the street who join the service, 
touched that the town still remem- 

Wednesday’s memorial service 
will take place at the Queen St. 
Cenotaph, beginning at 8:35 a.m., 
with laying of wreaths, lowering of 
the U.S. and Canadian flags, two 
minutes of silence and comments 
from local dignitaries.

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Town to pay almost $500,000 for new parking meters 




flexible as far as changes 
to parking rates, and 
accommodating new 
Canadian bills and coins, 
councillors were told. 

Ongoing monitoring, 
service and support costs 
will be substantially less 
than the current 
machines, the report said. 
The pay and display units 
provided by S-Park are 
estimated at $566 per 
machine for service and 
support, as compared to 
more than $2,000 per year 
for the units now in use in 
NOTL. 

S-Park was chosen 
after the second request 
for proposals was issued 
by the Town. 

The first, issued in 
March, elicited eight pro¬ 
posals. But none of the 
vendors met the manda¬ 
tory equipment require¬ 


ments, and several ven¬ 
dors, the report said, 
made "inappropriate con¬ 
tact" with town council¬ 
lors and staff. 

The second request for 
proposals was issued July 
2, with the addition of an 
anti-lobbying clause.

Dr. Bill Brown, orga¬ 
nizer of the monthly 
health sessions usually 
held at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Public Library, 
has arranged for Dr. Karl 
Stobbe to speak about 
the role of education in 

Stobbe is the assistant 
dean of the Niagara 
Regional Campus of 
McMaster University’s 
DeGroote School of 
Medicine, which has 
become a partner of the 
InfoHealth series, provid¬ 
ing speakers on health 
care topics for the month¬ 
ly sessions. 

When he first heard 


Stobbe talk, Biown said, 
“he was so articulate I 
was mesmerized. Having 
him speak at St. 
Catharines is an effort to 
showcase what we're 
doing to a different audi¬ 
ence—the audience at a 
major hospital—and to 
talk about the impor¬ 
tance of education on 
health care matters to the 

Stobbe, says Brown, 
was instrumental in rec¬ 
ognizing the shortage of 
physicians in Niagara, 

between having medical 
students studying here 
and keeping them when 
they’re ready to set up 

“It gives those stu¬ 
dents a chance to see 

about, and many of them 
end up staying.” 

Stobbe’s vision was 
the “field of dreams of 
the health care system,” 
says Brown—building 
the infrastructure for stu¬ 


dents here so they would 
stay and improve health 
care for the area—an idea 
that has turned out to be 
a great success. 

Stobbe will be talking 
about a vision of health 
care for the future, what it 
couldbe, "andhowhealth 
care education can trans¬ 
form health care for you 
and I,” says Brown. 

Catharines General 
Hospital, Wednesday, 
Sept 11, will begin at 6 
p.m. and will be recorded 
by Cogeco and available 
to watch Friday, at 6 p.m.

Region considers combining 
water, sewage systems 


Councillors 
disagree, 
fearing

It might be the issue 
to provoke further talk 
of eliminating a tier of 
government—the rum¬ 
blings have already 
started amongst 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town councillors. 

A report from the 
Niagara Region about 
one system of water 
and wastewater deliv¬ 
ery—from source to 
tap to source—dis¬ 
cussed at Town council 
last Monday brought 
the ire of councillors, 
some of whom sug¬ 
gested the town would 
be better off without 
regional government 
than allowing it to take 
over one more service 
and overcharge NOTL 
taxpayers for doing a 
job that the Town is 


already doing well. 

Currently, the 
Region supplies drink¬ 
ing water to munici¬ 
palities and treats 
waste water at the 
other end. 

Municipalities oper¬ 
ate water delivery to 
their customers and 
wastewater collection 
systems, looking after 
the infrastructure that 
delivers water to area 
homes and sewage to 
treatment plants. 

Last June, the Region 
received a report out¬ 
lining potential savings 
of $11 million in oper¬ 
ational costs, but as the 
Town’s public works 
department report 
points out as just one 
of the shortcomings of 
the study, it doesn’t 
consider the capital 
expenditures and tran¬ 
sition costs of consoli¬ 
dating water and sewer 
systems. 

A single system 
would mean good sys- 
tem-widemanagement 
at a time when some 
Niagara municipalities 
are struggling with 
aging water infrastruc¬ 


ture, the report said. 

It doesn’t consider, 
as NOTL councillors 
pointed out, the huge 
expenditures the Town 
has made in the last 
decade to replace its 
aging infrastructure, 
an expensive job that is 
close to completion. 

A one-tier system 
would mean NOTL 
taxpayers could end up 
paying a share of the 
cost of infrastructure 
upgrades to those 
municipalities that are 
lagging behind. 

“We already pay 7% 
of everything the 
region does. All this 
does is transfer more 
money from us to the 
region,” said Coun. Jim 
Collard. “The Region 
doesn’t seem to get it.” 

He called the 
Regional attempt to 

service “the back door 
to amalgamation.” 

Lakeshore Rd. in 
NOTL is falling apart, 
he added, “and what 
have they done for us? 
Nothing.”

All the Regional level 
of government does for 
municipalities is pro¬ 
vide services, said 
Coun. Gary Zalepa, 
suggesting Niagara 
would be better off with 
the Region as a utility 
delivering services than 
as a level of govern¬ 
ment. 

“We’ve spent a lot in 
recent years on water- 
main replacements,” 
said Coun. Dennis 
Dick. 

Other municipali¬ 
ties, he said, are way 
behind on replacing 
infrastructure. 

NOTL, Dick said, has 
replaced 120 kilometres 
of its 190 kilometres of 
watermains—the job is 
about 70% complete. 

“What the region 
wants is for us to replace 
the infrastructure of 
other municipalities,” 
he said, adding that 
saying no “is the right 
thing to do.”

Dave Lepp, NOTL’s 
regional councillor, says 
the issue will be debat¬ 
ed in September, when 
municipalities have 
reported back to the 
region with their take 
on the issue and there 
is more information on 
hand about the impact 
of consolidating the 
services. 

But he agreed that to 
municipalities such as 
NOTL with its invest¬ 
ments in infrastructure 
upgrades almost com¬ 
plete, while others are 
still trying to catch up, it 
wouldn’t be an attrac¬ 
tive option. 

He supported com¬ 
missioning the study, 
he said, and looks for¬ 
ward to seeing the reac¬ 
tion of municipalities 
and the information 
that will be provided by 
them—if they are 
opposed, “we will have 
the information we 
need to tell us why they 
are saying no.”
